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Sir: 

This responds to the restriction and election of species requirements set forth in the 
Office Action dated February 19, 2008. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects Group II, claims 1 1-18, for 
examination. This election is made without traverse. 

As to the election of species requirement, Applicant elects the species containing the 
components described in Example 1, as follows. 

Lipopeptide structure: If Applicant must elect a single structure, R is an isoalkyl group 

having 1 1 carbon atoms and X is leucine. However, Applicant 
submits that surfactin, which is derived from microorganisms, 
exists only as a mixture of several compounds. 
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Polyhydric alcohol: water and glycerin 
Tocopherol compound: 5-tocophenol 

Oil component: polyoxyethylene (20) glyceryl triisostearate and glycerin tri-2- 

ethylhexanoate 

All of the claims are believed to read on the elected species. 

Applicant submits that if any of the elected claims is found to be allowable, claims 
dependent therefrom should similarly be considered allowable in the same application.
